—Gov, C. C. Young- today declined 
to pardon Thomas J. Mooney, who 
is serving a life sentence for the 
1916 
San Francisco Preparedness 
day bombing. 


"Until some further light is shed 
upon the case, which I do not now 


I possess," the governor said, "I man- 
ifestly must accept the "conclusions 
of the Supreme court and the ad- 
visory pardon board." 
In a long statement, the governor 


said he considered the Warren K. 
Billings-and the Mooney cases par- 
allel, and both men were innocent 
or both were guilty. 
The Supreme court last week de- 


clined to recommend a pardon for 
Billings ,also serving a life sentence 
for the bombing which killed ten 
persons and injured forty. The ad- 
visory pardon board decided late 
yesterday Mooney was not entitled 
to a pardon. 


Await Final Action. 


LOS ANGELES, July 8—CXP)—The 
state pardon board's recommenda- 
tion against a pardon for Thomas 
J. Mooney, coming quickly after 
the California Supreme court had

ty Realty May Be 


Marked Up. 


This year's assessment of tan- 
gible property in Nebraska will 
show a decrease Of $38,000,000, or 
a little less than 1 per cent, from 
the 1929 figures, as estimated by 
State Tax Commissioner Scott on 
the basis of returns tabulated from 
the first twenty-four counties re- 
porting to his office. 
Fifteen of these counties exhibit 
losses in their gross property valu- 
ations as compared with last year, 
their total decrease being $10.121,- 
422. 
The other nine have gained 
$2,443,886 in the aggregate. This 
makes the net loss $7,680,536 for 
the whole group. 
More than half of this, however, 
is in Dixon county, where the 
tangible - assessment total is more 
than $4,000,000 below last year. The 
county assessor's summarv shows 
that real estate is off $4.145.190 
from a year ago, while on per- 
sonal propertv there is a small in- 
crease of S117.073. As there has 
been no general cut in assessed 
values of real estate, it is likely 
that the state board will equalize 
Dixon county's returns on that 
class of property by bringing them 
back up* to about the same basis 
as in 1S29. thus putting them in

The state pardon board was asked

A federal prisoner, the recom-

According to the story told the 
board by Dale Stough, Lincoln at- 
torney, and according to the records 
in the case, the girl's mother had 
been selling liquor. in Fort Smith, 
Ark.. \The mother was upstairs on 
the day two men, who later turned 
out to be federal agents, came to 
the Lowe home to buy liquor. The 
mother called down and told her 
daughter to give it to them. She 
did, and collected the money.

BEATRICE. Neb., July 8—(XP)—A 
million dollar cut in Gage countv's 
1930 personal property assessment" is 
shown by the report to be sent this 
week to the state commissioner. 
The total is $8.452,920 .or $1,062,000 
less than last- year. Shrinkage oc- 
curred principally in the quantity 
and value of grain stocks. The coun- 
ty has but 752.596 bushels or half 
its last year's supply of harvested 
corn.

This morning John D. Rockefel- 


ler began his 92d year. 
Mr. Rockefeller has 
every rea- 


son to praise the Lord, for he is, 
indeed, "fearfully and wonderfully 
made " Many old men have attri- 
buted their long lives to "not wor- 
rying." Few have lived to Mr. 
Rockefeller's 
age, enduring 
the 
hard work and strains such as he 
has borne1 in building his gigantic 
industries, In face of keenest com- 
petition, enduring savage criticism. 


Everybody should wish him more 


years to enjoy the pleasures of re- 
trospection. 
He has done what the people did 


not know how to do for themselves, 
changing the natural wealth of tile 
earth into gigantic sum? of money, 
then using the money to fight di- 
sease and ignorance, at the same 
time organizing scientific produc- 
tion, and decreasing the cost of 
necessities 
He has given away, to science and 
education, more than $500,000,000 
dollars, and his son continues the 
giving. 
He, or his son, to whom he is 
supposed to have turned over his 
gigantic holdings, is said to be the 
world's richest man. By the aid of 
compound Interest, he might easily 
be richer than he is by $1,000,000,- 
000, if he had kept his money, in- 
stead of giving it away. 


Mr. Rockefeller's 
two favorite 
words are: "Patience and persever- 
ance." 
A story, told by his brother, Wil- 
liam, will take Mr. Rockefeller's 
memory back about 85 years. 


When he was a small boy, a so- 
called Indian doctor in the district 
started business 
by 
announcing 
that he would auction off "this 
bright silver dollar." The crowd, 
suspicious, did not bid, until young 
John D., aged about seven, said "I 
bid 5 cents." "Sold," said the auc- 
tioneer "give us your nickel, sonny, 
and take the dollar." 
"Take it out of the dollar," said 
John D. Rockefeller, as cautious as 
anybody, "and give me 95 cents.' 
Such a boy was quite sure to get 


ahead. 


Sir Conan Doyle, who died yes- 
terday, created Sherlock Holmes, 
a name that has become part of 
the English language, and died ft 
believer in spiritualism. 
What, if anything, does he think 


of spiritualism now?

Aviation Development 


NEW YORK, July S-^OP)—Re- 
sponding to a request from the 
League of Nations for his views on 
the international aspects of com- 
mercial aviation. Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh has cabled to the transit 
section of the league a comprehen- 
sive outline of what can be don for 
flying. 


He suggested, he told interviewers 
today, that now is the time, while 
airlines of the world are in a form- 
ative stage, to establish principles 
and practices which will offer a 
broad basis for development 
and 
which will recognize that the air- 
plane 'is going to break down na- 
tional barriers and the prejudices 
of isolation. 
"There is great need," Lindbergh 
cabled, "for international co-opera- 
tion in the standardization of air- 
ways. A uniform system of mark- 
ings and signals should be decided 
upon and a comprehensive meteoro- 
logical and radio reporting system 
established. 
"Adoption of uniform regulations 
is of utmost importance. In some 
countries today aircraft are placed 
in the class with ocean steamers 
and must go through similar pro- 
cedure. Clearance charges are high 
and delays are often comparatively 
long in relation to the time spent 
in actual travel. 
"There are instances where only 
aircraft registered within a coun- 
try and carrying its markings are 
allowed to operate. Numerous and 
complicated-papers are -often re- 
quired where a careful study would 1 
make most of them unnecessary.

The submission of a new city 


financial program at a special elec- 
tion, August 
12, was approved 


Monday atfernoon 
by the 
city 


council. The proposal to submit 
the plan was signed by the entire 
council. The sale of $55,000 in 
paving bonds to the Lincoln Trust 
Co., and the Omaha National Co. 
also was ordered. At the sugges- 
tion of Clerk Berg, the ordinance 
was read three times and passed 
without the emergency clause, and 
will become effective fifteen days 
after it is published. 
After the financial program was 


approved members of the council 
explained to several who attended 
the meeting, that the charter will 
still contain the provision that 
only 90 per cent of the amount 
levied for general purposes in any 
one year can be appropriated. This 
was verified 
by 
City Attorney 
Peterson, who stated that "this 
provision of the old charter has 
not been changed in any way." 
Under this provision, councilmen 


pointed out, if the council levies 
the entire $800.000 permitted by 
the charter the first year—it is not 
the purpose to do so—the amount 
available would be but $720,000. It 
also was explained that should the 
full levy be made each year, in- 
cluding the $15,000 annual increase 
provided, at the end of ten years 
there will be but $855,000 available

highways hi Nebraska and the ex- 
tent to which each one has been 
improved by paving, graveling, or 
permanent earth grade up to the 
date of July 1 are clearly shown on 
the new 1930 highway map which 
the state public works department 
has had printed and is now ready 
to distribute. The new map is in 
four colors—black, red, yellow, and 
blue—and sets forth in ft oar detail 
all the road data which traveling 
automobilists need to guide them. 
Copies of the new highway chart 
may be had upon perspnal appli- 
cation to the pubUc works depart- 
ment at the capJtol, or by sen'tmg 
a request through the mail to State 
Engineer Roy L. Cochran. 


Maps Praised, 


Advance copies were sent to high- 


way departments of other states 


{ and to the federal good reads bu- 
reau at Washington. A number of 


j letters have come back highly com- 
plimenting the new edition. One of 
these from a southern state pro- 
nounces it the best map put out by 
any state in the union. 
One of the principal drawbacks of 
the old Nebraska map—the obsror- 
ing of names of cities and villages 
by broad red lines—has been entire- 
ly eliminated. 
Graveled highways, constituting 
the backbone of the state system, 
are indicated on the new map by 
heavy red lines, but not such wide 
ones as before. For paving, yellow 
lines of the same width are used, 
while blue strips show where high- 
ways have been brought to perma- 
nent grade but not yet surfaced. In 


each case, the coloring runs between 
two thin black lines. 


Parts of the state highway sys- 
tem on which only temporary dirt 
grading has been done are desig- 
nated by the black lines with white 
space between. 
Where 
contracts 
have 
been 
awarded for paving or graveling, or 
where work is in progress, these 
conditions are depicted by wavy 
crisscross lines of the appropriate 
color. 


As every kind cJ surfacing im- 
provement is represented by a dif- 
ferent color, a motorist enroute be- 
tween 
points 
in 
Nebraska 
or 
through the state can pick his way 
on the map with much less trouble 
than before, when all highways were 
shown in red. 
Care has been taken to print the 


names of towns where thev are not 
obliterated by highway lines. 
The 
distance between each two neigh- 
boring places as shown in even 
miles. 


Another feature is that all state 
highways are designated by their 
numbers enclosed in a yellow dia- 
mond square, while federal routes 
are denoted by the shield design in 
blue with the numbers inside. 
It was intended to show all state 
parks and recreation grounds in 
special colors, but this would have 
caused undue delay and, since the 
map is primarily for highway pur- 
poses, they were omitted. 


The elimination of township lines, 
which appeared on the old map. 
leaves a whiter background for the 
new one and brings out the mark- 
ings more clearly on that account.

THE EXILE OF POCANTICO 


HILLS. 


The greatest triumph in John D. Rockefeller's life 


was his fight against ill health. 


It will be nineteen years ago on December 4th, 


when the man, who is recognized as one of the rich- 
est in the world, retired from active business, his 
health shattered, and his corps of physicians fearful 
that he had drawn upon his physical resources too 
heavily. He lacked but a few months of being seven- 
ty-two years of age, then. 


If the business world needed any explanation of 


Rockefeller's amazing industrial success it needs only 
to recall the facts of that period. The oil king could 
not eat. He was'put on a rigid diet, which he has 
maintained for nearly twenty years. For a man 
whose word was law, who had been accustomed to 
doing what he warlted, it is easily imaginable that 
the restrictions imposed upon him by the medical 
fraternity must have tested his imperious soul. There 
must have been a thousand temptations to kick the 
entire group of them out of the house. But even 


• worse John D. Rockefeller was forced to go into vir- 
tual exile. He was cut off from the great industry 
'into which he had put all of his dreams of power and 
conquest. He, who had wielded enormous power, who 
had known what it was to issue commands and not 
receive them, had to retire to the solitude of that 
palatial home which he built upon the hills above 
Tarrytown. In that solitude, golden with the mem- 
ories of great triumphs and smashing victories, he 
must have longed on innumerable occasions to get his 
fingers on the throttle just once again and watch it 
respond to his will 


By living nineteen years after his withdrawal 


from active business, John D. Rockefeller, Sr., estab- 
lished his right to be hailed as one of the most re- 
markable characters developed in modern industry. 
That has not been the traditional story in America. 
Even whemretirement came much earlier than it did 
in Rockefeller's case, it has too frequently been the 
requiem of many of the distinguished men connected 
with American business. It has seemed, whether 
there has been scientific basis for the statement, that 
the loss of business interest meant .early death. 


But the wizard of the oil industry did not die. He 


found time for those things which were denied him 
when he was in the midst of those savage, cruel yea*s 
of competitive struggle.

Foundation into which he poured millions—perhaps, 
some of it was "blood money"—but whatever his 
faults may -have been when he sought to obtain com- 
plete and unquestioned domination of the oil indus- 
try, he atoned in part by the program which he made 
possible in the last two decades. The Rockefeller 
Foundation has conferred incalculable benefits upon 
humanity. It has made this world a healthier one. 
It has spared generations the pain and suffering and 
possible death from diseases which exacted an enor- 
mous toll. 


And so Tuesday the exile of Pocantico Hills, 


weighed down with ninety-one years of living, may 
yet find it in his heart to smile, to look forward to 
the future with hope and courage; to say in all sin- 
cerity: 


"This is a good world. Its people are generous and 


kindly. Of the millions who struggle for wealth and 
position, few, indeed, prefer ill to good. The heart 
of humanity is big; the dreams of humanity are re- 
flected high in the skies. Life in all of its interests 
is capable of limitless growth; what we put into it v« 
take out, not necessarily in a material way but in 
happiness, peace and contentment"

The taxpayers of Nebraska may feel exceedingly 


thankful for the clause in their state constitution 
which forbids the state government to contract In- 
debtedness of more than $100.000 without a vote of 
the people. Except for that wise provision placed in 
the 1875 organic instrument and retained in the new 
constitution of 1920, this state might today be labor- 
ing under a mountain of debt such as many of its 
sister commonwealths are carrying. It is true that 
the limitation has not always been lived up to, but 
it has served as an effective barrier against too free 
spending by officials who might otherwise have 
made the sky the limit in prosecuting their various 
projects. 


The building of the new capitol. development of the 


state highway system, expansion of the state univer- 
sity and normal schools, Increased housing for in- 
mates of penal and charitable institutions, the build- 
ing up of the state fair, and other things which this 
state has done without issuing one dollar of bonds 
all pay eloquent tribute to the pay-as-you-go policy 
on which the state of Nebraska has been operating. 


Because of this policy the Cornhusker state is in 


better shape now to go ahead with further under- 
takings than are many of its neighbors who have 
been spending money so fast that they may have 
to stop awhile and catch their breath. 


THOSE LOUD SPEAKERS. 


A news story from Indianapolis tells of a woman 


of that city committing suicide on account of humili- 
ation caused from being sued by neighbors for dam- 
ages. The plaintiffs alleged in their petition that the 
woman and her husband played their radio so loud- 
ly and so continuously that it constituted a public 
nuisance and they asked $5,000 as damages. 


It is'a matter of some surprise that one who would 


be guilty of the acts complained of by the plaintiffs 
in this suit could be so delicate of feeling as to end 
her life out of humiliation for being sued. For as a 
rule those who insist upon inflicting their particular 
brand of entertainment upon the neighborhood at 
large, at any and all hours of the day and night, 
care very little what the rest of the world may think 
of them'. As a matter of fact it is this contempt or 
disregard for the opinions or desires of others that 
leads them to commit such breaches of conduct. 


Now that someone has set the example of going in- 


to court to abate the loud speaker nuisance, it is to 
be expected and hoped that such example will be 
followed by other aggrieved ones, who are without 
doubt scattered all over this land of the 
free 
and 


home of the brave. 


The good old summer time is the season when the 


loud speaker fiend is at his best, or worst. Then 
all windows and doors open and one radio, if the 
operator is so inclined, can serenade an entire neigh- 
borhood—and frequently does. Some of these de- 
voted ones hugely enjoy the 7 a. m. programs, while 
the inhabitants of the next apartment really don't 
care for their music or lectures until later in the-day; 
but they get them just the same. 


The fellow who desires to sit under a fan with 


.his evening paper immediately after dinner, might 
just as well banish thoughts of reading, for next 
door the man who is lecturing on tooth paste is do- 
ing it with a volume of voice sufficient to be heard 
distinctly a block.away. You can't get away from it. 


Of course the radio is the greatest thing in the 


world and we couldn't -get along without it. But 
shouldn't we be a little more considerate of our 
neighbors, allowing them to have the programs they 
desire and when they desire them, tuning our own 
down so that no one will ever be able to justly ac- 
cuse us of constituting a public nuisance? 


THE FIDDLER MUST BE PAID. 


Twenty-five cents out of every dollar of taxes col- 


lected by the- city of Detroit goeS*for the payment of 
bonded indebtedness and interest thereon, according 
to a survey of the municipal finances just made. This 
puts the Michigan metropolis at the top of the list 
among all the large population centers of the coun- 
try in the proportion of its public revenues required 
to take care of outstanding obligations. Philadel- 
phia and some of the other ones, however, are not 
far behind. 


With its population of approximately a million and 


a half, as revested by the 1930 census, Detroit has a 
funded debt of more than $276,000.000. equivalent to 
$183 for every man, woman, and child living within 
the municipal confines. Over and above that amount, 
provision has been made for S7S.OOO.OOO of new bonds 
to take care of a number of civic projects, which have 
not yet been issued. When these are promulgated it 
•will increase the per capita debt to $235. 


There is also a floating debt of $48,000.000, repre- 


sented by short term loans made to cover deficits 
caused by spending tax money before it was collected. 
Nebraska is famOiar with this sort of thing, as it is 
only a lew years since an cxtxa tax levy had to be 
made by our state government to catch up on a 
treasury shortage created in the same way. But the 
Nebraska debt was only V~ million dollars—one-tenth 
as moch as Detroit now owes on account of recent 
overspending of its income: and this state has no 
bonded indebtedness whatever, in comparison with 
Detroit's *355,000.000. 


The foregoing figures show that the Michigan 


metropolis is in a serious financial plight The sit- 
uation is engaging the attention of newspapers and 
citizens, and there Is a strong demand for retrench- 
ment in municipal expenditures. "No more bonds'" 
to the slogan of the day in Detroit. A pay-as-you-go 
policy is demanded lor the future.

IS PARKING ECONOMY? 


Doubt on the economy of parking was expressed at 


the recent conference of city planners held in Den- 
ver Colo. The trend of their discussions was indica- 
tive of the general movement toward a new solution 
of the parking problem in coining years as city popu- 
lations become denser and traffic tie-ups more seri- 
ous. 


Free parking, the city planners felt was doomed. 


Two factors loomed large in their discussions. The 
first was the limitations of space on the streets which 
makes parking a handicap to the free movement of 
traffic. The second is the loss of time occasioned 
by efforts to find a parking place. 


The city planners were free in their predictions that 


united action of municipalities and motorists them- 
selves within a few years would be in the direction of 
elimination of free parking. 
They believed that it 


would be an economy for business men and workers 
to pay a small fee for parking their cars rather than 
to spend the time necessary to find a parking place 
in streets ever growing more crowded. 


Business firms in the larger cities have long rec- 


ognized the disadvantages of crowded parking condi- 
tions, which hamper trade and sometimes even divert 
it in unexpected directions. In some cases they are 
furnishing parking facilities for their clients to re- 
tain trade. The combination of the time element, the 
trade element, and the traffic element all point to- 
ward a considerable reduction in free street parking. 
Intelligent city planning and constructive programs 
for the future become ever more important when such 
changes in practice are foreseen far in advance.

The authority who has attempted 


it is George Sylvester Viereck, mem- 
ber of the German 
"propaganda 


cabinet" in America in the troubled 
days of 1914-1915. 


His "Spreading Germs of Hate," 


says CoL E. M. House"Tn a fore- 
word, "will remind us how foolish 
and partisan we can be in times of 
hieh emotional tension." 
Viereck is peculiarly qualified for 
his task of showing up the propa- 
gandists and telling inside stories 
of the ways in which the hysteria 
of Datriotism is stirred up. 
Poet and journalist, he was editor 
in 1914 of "The Fatherland," a pro- 
German weekly intended to combat 
pro-allies propaganda. 


He was prominent, too. in the 


German 
"propaganda 
cabinet"— 
composed of the late William Bay- 
ard Hale, the head of a German 
shipping concern and his publicity 
man, 
Capt. Ewald Hecker of the 
German Red Cross, Dr. Karl A. 
Fuehr, attache of the German em- 
bassy at Washington, and five oth- 
ers. Fuehr was at the head. 


The Lnsitania Warning. 
This cabinet had a three-fold 
purpose—to strengthen and replen- 
ish Germany, to weaken and em- 
barrass its foes and to keep Amer- 
ica out of the war by spreading the 
truth as the Germans saw it.

In fact, according to their ver- j 
sion. they tried to enlighten Amer- 
icans, as in * the warning of the 
Lusitania's fate, the true story of 
which Viereck's book purports to 
tell for the first time.

was fixed, while for Zone 3. taclud- 
ing all points west of those de- 
scribed, the highest figure of rates 
v/as allotted. 
On the mileage scales, first class 
rates in the First zone will begin 
at 32 cents per hundred pounds for 
shipments of five miles, rise to $1.10 
for distances of 300 miles and cul- 
minate at $2.70 
for distances of 
1,500. 
. 
In the Second zone the charges 
begin at 34 cents for five miles, rise 
to $1.41 for 400 miles and are $3.02. 
for 1.500. In the westermost, or the 
Third zone, the beginning charge 
of 36 cents, permitted for five miles, 
becomes $1.52 for 400 miles and cul- 
minates with a charge of $3.25 for 
1,500 miles. 
In both class rates adjustments 
announced, the commission fixed a 
number of differentials applying to 
specific territory and laid down the 
schedules of key rates governing 
movements between eastern and 
western territory. 
In addition, in the western adjust- 
ment certain agricultural commodi- 
ties were exempted from increase, 
while classifications ordinarily ap- 
plying to certain commodities rated 
as farm supplies were changed to 
prevent increased transport charges 
from coming upon them. 
'Full, measure of increased class 
rates is not to be applied on cer- 
tain commodities, including agri- 
cultural implements, dairy products 
canned goods and iron and steel 
articles, but they are accorded rates 
based on certain percentages of 
first class, lower than would result 
application of full class charges" 
the commission said. 
In general, it was added, some 
rate reductions below charges now 
applying will be effected even in 
western trunk line territory. These 
will be mainly shipments to and 
from the east and principally in 
longer distance movements. 
The 
greatest increase effected in wes- 
tern rates is in territory included 
as zone one. 
The commission ruled that "cir- 
cumstances and conditions sur- 
rounding intrastate transportation" 
in that territory are "substantially 
similar to those surrounding inter- 
state transportation of like traffic." 
The complainants, who repre- 
sented trade interests in Missouri 
and Nebraska cities, were held to 
be justified in their demand for 
rates enabling them to reach Kan- 
sas points on the same terms as 
those points are reached by job- 
bing centers located in Kansas. 
To correct the discrimination 
held to have been found, the de- 
cision ordered new schedules to be 
applied November 1 and to be 
fixed by mileage scales announced 
today for all western territory. 
Most of the rates ordered in Mis- 
souri territory by the decision will 
be based on a scale beginning at 
34 cents per hundred pounds for 
first class shipments over dis- 
tances of five miles, rising to $1.41 
for first class shipments over dis- 
tances of 400 miles and terminat- 
ing at $3.02. for distances of 1.500 
miles. Rates for shipments of other 
classes and for intermediate dis- 
tances will be rated to the first 
class schedules. 
, . 
The order expressly states that 
it does not prejudice the right of 
the state of Kansas or any other 
party to apply for modification of 
the findings and order on the 
ground that specific rates are not 
related to interstate rates or con- 
travene provisions of the interstate 
commerce act.

been talking with the Brinkerhoff 
girl when a taxi driver called for 
the girl to go to the airport. Miss 
Brinkerhoff seemed as cheerful and 
friendly as usual at the time, ac- 
cord™? to Miss Johnson. 
The taxi driver was told to wait 


for her when Miss Brinkerhoff 
reached 
the 
airport. 
She had 


called more than two hours earlier 
for Orr, the pilot who took her 
up. He was not at the field at 
that time and she called twice for 
him. M. C. Osbom. the taxi driver, 
said Miss Brinkerhoff had called 
the taxi officp as early as 2 o'clock 
but did not make the trip to the 
field until 4 o'clock. 


Says Was Nervous. 


As she got in the plane she said. 
"I'm 
nervous," Orr told Sheriff 
Hughart after the accident. He 
added, however, that she chatted 
pleasantly during the preliminaries 
to the flight and that until she 
called that she wanted to come 
down, she had acted normally in 
the plane. 


Mrs. Effa Nash, house mother 
at the girls' apartments, where 
Miss Brinkerhoff had roomed said 
she had always been a cheerful 
girl. Neither she nor the girls' 
companions had noted anv strange 
actions or desrxmdency.

THOMAS MOONEY

make a final decision today in the 
Mooney case. 


Mooney and Billings were con- 


victed of murder in connection 
with the bombing of the Prepared- 
ness day narade in San Francisco 
July 22, 1916, in which ten per- 
sons were killed and forty wounded. 
Mooney and Billings are serving 
life sentences. 
.Agitation for executive clemency 
for Mooney -reached a climax in 
1921 after John McDonald, prin- 
cipal state's 'witness, made an af- 
fidavit in New York saying his 
testimony had been false. Mooney 
refused a parole on the ground it 
would constitute an admission of 
guilt. He maintained he had been 
convicted because of his labor 
activities. 


Two Governors Failed To Act. 
Two governors received Mooney's 
petition for a pardon, but did not 
act. 
Governor Young finally took 
the case under consideration, but 
decided 
not to act on Mooney's 
application without deliberating on 
Billings' 
plight 
also. 
Because 
Billings previously had been con- 
victed of a felony it was necessary 
to have the Supreme court pass 
on his pardon application before 
executive action could be taken. 
Last Friday the supreme court 
affirmed 
its belief hi Billings' 
guilt. The advisory opinion of the 
pardon boar':, holding the evi- 
dence had been sufficient to con- 
vict and that Moonsy had not re- 
futed it, left both cases up to 
Governor Young, who previously 
announced he would be guided 
largely by the recommendations. 
McDonald, an eyewitness of the 
explosion, described to the grand 
jury at Billings* trial' in Septem- 
ber. 1916. and at Mooney's early in 
1917. the placing of the suitcase." 
in which was the time bomb, at 
Steuart and Market streets. He 
identified BUlinzs as the man who 
carried the infernal machine and 
Moonsy as ' is companion.

hurdle, designed to reduce the dan- 
ger of bad falls and injuries in 
hurdle racing, was announced to- 
dav by Harry Hillman, Dartmouth, 
college track coach. 
The Improvement is the result of 
a year's exoerimentation by Earl 
Thomson. Naval academy coach; 
Harold Barron, Georgia Tech men- 
tor, and Hillman. all star hurdlers 
in their day. The design presented 
bv this committee has been accept- 
ed by the 
Association 
of Traek 


Coaches of America and also by 
the International Athletic Federa- 
tion, which, means that the hurdle 
undoubtedly will be used in future 
Olympic competition. 


Hillman Explains It 
As explained by Hillman, the 
difference Is that the hurdle now in 
use has the upright in the center 
of the base so that In falling the 
top of the hurdle rises more than 
two inches. The new design, which 
places the upright one-third the 
distance from 
the 
front of the 
base, will reduce this rise to less 
than one-half inch. 
"If the hurdler struck the pres- 
ent hurdle with his knee." Hillman 
pointed out. "by the time Jiis rear 
foot came over the height would 
be over two inches hlghsr and.
